THE PLAN OF SALVATION

| Let us now look at some of 
the most general indications of 


This, in my estimation is one this plan which is scattered 


of the most interesting subjects 
of all subjects. 
We notice that a plan is some- 
thing to goby, to follow. In- 
structions that must be ob- 
served if we expect correct re- 
sults. As in a building, of what- 
ever style the foreman could 
not carry out in the architects 
plan whether roof or door, or 
whatever may be considered, 
and as in the human body, ev- 
ery anatomist is bound to recog- 
nize the working out of a mar- 
velous plan, whether he con- 
siders the nerve system, blood 
vessels, or bone. So after all 
that has been said about in- 
spiration, the reader would nat- 
urally expect that if the Bible 
really is all that it claims for it- 
self, it will be found to consti- 
tute what a classical scholar 
would call an organic unity. 
By studying what the great- 
est of modern anatomists have 
said, we note that a complete 
organism is governed by three 


laws. Ist That each and every | 


part is essential to the whole. 
2d That each part is related to 
or corresponds with all the 
‘other parts, as the human body 
hand to hand, eye to. eye, etc. 
3d. That all parts of such an 
organism must be pervaded by 
the spirit of life. So then, the 
Bible is certainly a complete 
organism for on a careful study, 
we find it contains in itself a 
well considered plan showing 
that each part belongs to and 
contributes toward the perfec- 
tion of the whole. That whole 
being pervaded by the spirit of 
life, however, the subject is so 
large it would need a book, if 
it were to be dealt with at all 
adequately; but my thought 
on this subject is to throw out 
hints and to call attention to 
some of the outstanding fea- 
tures of this wonderful plan of 
salvation which is traceable 
throughout the whole Bible. 


throughout the sacred pages of 
this book, yet we expect to show 
| plainly, a divine plan of salva- 
tion. 
' 1st. The Bible begins with 
| God. “In the beginning, God * * 
|*” Gen. 1:1. Indeed, these few 
| words constitute a key, not only 
'to the Bible; but to all created 
‘ things. 

2d. The Bible ends with 
man—the last of God’s crea- 
tions. “The grace of our Lord, 
Jesus Christ be with you all.” 
Rev. 22:21. So we see God at 
one extreme end of the Bible 
and man at the other, yet we 
see the Bible as a message from 
God to man and its object is to 


bring man back to God. 


| Originally, God and man were 
very closely associated; but 
man disobeyed God and failed 
| to do according to His Word or 
| plan and fell from his first state, 
| then God put them out of the 
,garden and cursed the ground 
| for his sake and that he would 
| have to toil for his earnings, 
Now we see. clearly why God 
and man are so far apart. We 
read in Isa. 59:2 that man’s in- 
iquities have separated them 
and have caused God to hide 
His face from man. This is why 
man has to so desperately cary, 
pray, agonize and plead with 
God to get back to Him We 
read again in Jeremiah 17:7 
“Blessed is the man that trust- 
eth in the Lord.” In this we see 
the golden link that unites man 
to his maker and is looked upon 
by all as the thing that better 
prepares us for’ the battles 
against the enemy, while the
